The Mexican president does some.

civil authorities. He says: “We do 
not know how many priests there are 
in Mexico. The Government never 
knew. We do not intend to use the 
registration to interfere with the in- 
ternal affairs of the Catholic organi- 
tation. The Government does not de- 
sire to assign priests to particular 
territories or to dictate promotions. 
The Church property is lawful Gov- 
ernment property; and we think the 
least we are entitled to know is what 
priests are administering our prop- 
erty.” As a matter of fact Mexico's 
priests were too few in number. In 
the State of Chihuahua there were 
only thirty priests, and this State is 
as large as Illinois, with.a population 
of about 227,700. 

Before the tyrannical laws of Mex- 
ico were enacted the priests in Mexico. 
did not hide themselves. They were 
there to be counted if the Government 
wanted to know how many priests 
there were. When the registration law 
was first put into effect the individual 
priests referred the Government to 
their Bishops who were not only able 
but willing to inform the authorities 
on how many priests there were, who 
they were and what parishes they had 
charge of. The registration regulation 
is by no means. the innocent thing it 
seems, for the constitution of 1917, 
legally adopted, gave authority to 
each state government of the United 
States of Mexico to prescribe the 
maximum number of priests or clergy- 
men of any religion which may exer- 
cise their ministry in the state. This 
in itself is a usurpation by the civil 
authority of a right and an unreason-| 
able interference with the jurisdiction 
which should be inherent in any 
church.

ING THE MIGRATION 
OF NATIONS. 
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(Continued from Page Three) 


a bulwark against the other Germans. 
Later Augustus undertook to journey 
to Gaul to strengthen the provinces 
and éstablish strategical colonies. At 
this time there were 80,000 troops 
along the Rhine. 


In the year 27 many legions were 
moved to Spain to quell a revolt and 
at once the Germans rushed across the 
Rhine but were soon forced back. In 
15 and 16 a better understanding was 
reached between the Romans and the 
Germans and the foundations of Colo- 
gne, Speir, Worms and other towns 
laid. During the same period Drusus 
was subduing the Swiss tribes where, 
aided by Tiberius, every rebellion was 
ruthlessly put down and the captives 
sold into slavery. Romay colonies 
were planted throughout the territory 
and Roman cities built. The Sequani 
attacked Gaul in 12 B. C. and then 
Germanicus tried to hold __ the 
Danube and Rhine by sending fleets 
up them both and uniting the legions 
and for seven years the attempts were 
continued, being stopped only when 
Arminius slaughtered the legions of 
Varus and taught the Romans a lesson | 
they never forgot. It was by means of | 
forts and canals that the junction was | 
to be effected. Up to 50 A. D. Rome 
spent most of her energies protecting 
the tribes of Gaul and along the Dan- 
ube and Rhine against the inroads of 
tribes in the rear who were forcing 
the Germans upon the confines of the 
empire. She succeeded in holding her 
ancient boundaries of the rivers Rhine 
and Danube set by Augustus and with 
the exception of Trajan held ever-after 
as a limit. Trajan crossed the Danube 
but his successor immediately gave up 
his conquests and reestablished the 
Danube as the limit of the Empire. 
Rome Pays Tribute For Peace. 


The period of the Antonines is truly 
the Golden Age of Roman History and 
Aurelius is preeminently the Great 
Roman Emperor. He died at the head 
of his legions and his bitterest thought 
was that his son Commodus would 
succeed. Commodus, as was expected, 
succeeded in 180 and he at once bought 
off the Germans, thus causing discon-
